
Light House 
Lays Off 99 
Workers

Light House Home Products laid off 
99 workers this past Friday, well over 
half of the plant's workforce. Mayor 
Steven Connelly announced the layoff 
at the city council meeting on Tuesday. 

He had received a letter from the 
company, which stated the layoff was 
for an indeterminate period of time, 
though there are intial plans to hope¬ 
fully hire the workers back within six 
months. 

Light House Home Products is locat¬ 
ed on Walnut Meadow, in the old Gib¬ 
son Greetings building. Haymaker/ 
Bean Commercial Real Estate has listed 
the property for sale at $7,250,000. In 
the listing, it was written that the space 
could be subdivided for lease purposes 
down to as small as 50,000 square foot 
to 200,000, 300,000 or 600,000 square 
foot. 

The company provides candles and 
other items to different retail outlets. 
During the city council work session, it 
was mentioned that the Wal-Mart and 
Walgreen's lines had been sold. 

City Administrator Randy Stone 
mentioned the layoff during the city 
council's work session on Tuesday, 
stating that the layoff of 99 workers 
would result in $3,000 less revenue for 
the city a month. 

As of press time, the management at 
Light House Home Products had not 
responded to several attempts to con¬ 
tact them about the layoff and the sta¬ 
tus of the organization. 


Alcohol 
Vote Goes

For the first time in its history, Berea 
can legally allow a business to sell al¬ 
cohol. Results from the local option 
election on Tuesday turned in a strong 
"yes" to the question of, "Are you in 
favor of the sale of alcoholic beverages 
by the drink at qualified historic sites 
in the A102B East Berea Precinct?" By 
the end of the day, 147 people voted to 
allow alcohol sales at qualified historic 
sites, with 47 voting in opposition to 
the idea. 

Mayor Steve Connelly announced 
the informal tally of votes at the end 
of Berea City Council meeting Tuesday 
evening. 

There are 1,241 registered voters in 
the East Berea precinct; approximately 
16 percent voted in the local option 
election. 

The only qualified historic site in the 
East Berea precinct at the present time 
is Boone Tavern. Whether they will 
take advantage of the opportunity to 
sell alcohol will be up to the leadership 
at Berea College. This particular local 
option election was a much more lim¬ 
ited attempt to bring alcohol into Berea 
than in the past. Before, the local option 
elections always focused on the whole 
town of Berea, though often limited in 
scope as far as where and how alcohol 
could be sold. 

Boone Tavern is the only qualified 
historic site in all of Berea, which is 
why a petition calling for this type of 
local option election only circulated in 
the East Berea precinct.

Habitat Constructs Passive House

City officials, volunteers, 
Berea College faculty. Habitat 
homeowners and Habitat staff 
all came together Saturday to 
celebrate the construction of the 
first Passive House in Berea, and 
to have the official wall-raising 
ceremony. Located on Brown 
Street in Berea, J.T. and Marlena 


Hoover will be the proud new 
homeowners of the energy effi¬ 
cient home once construction is 
complete. 

"We're just honored to have a 
Habitat House," Marlena said, 
tearing up during the Habitat 
ceremony, "and really honored 
to have a Passive House. And 
we're very thankful." 

This new building will be the 
most energy efficient that Habi¬ 


tat has constructed yet, meeting 
certification standards of the 
Passive House Institute. A Pas¬ 
sive House refers to a very well- 
insulated, virtually air-tight 
building primarily heated by 
passive solar gain and by inter¬ 
nal gains. People in these homes 
can usually expect their energy 
costs to drop by 70 percent or 
more.

Stephensons' 
Gift of Music 
to Berea

This past year, a rather eclectic mix of musi¬ 
cians traveled to Berea during fall and spring 
to play at Phelps-Stokes Auditorium at Berea 
College. The groups included the jazz orches¬ 
tra from the Smithsonian, a group charged by 
the U.S. Congress to recognize and archive 
jazz music; a Nashville singer/songwriter 
who played "gritty, bluesy" music; a classical 
pianist performing Liszt and Busoni; chamber 
music by a pianist, bassoonist and oboe play¬ 
er; a classical guitarist and finally, the upcom¬ 
ing show La Guitara, which will explore the 
contributions of women to the guitar.

Council Reviews Budget Changes

Department heads presented 
their adjusted working budgets 
to Berea City Council on Tues¬ 
day, as a preliminary to when 
the council will vote on the 2012 
amended budget. The two-hour 
work session on Tuesday cov¬ 
ered all the departments, with 
special attention paid to the 
municipal utilities and tourism, 
both of which have their own 
budgets and revenue streams. 

Most of the suggested chang¬ 
es in the Berea City budget were 
minor, as different unexpected 


expenses or other occurrences 
affected the different line items. 
Utilities Director Ed Fortner 
presented the financial situa¬ 
tion of the utilities company, 
stating that the past increases in 
both the water and sewer rates 
in Berea were bringing those 
two utilities into better financial 
shape. In the past year, the city 
had to raise water rates by 15 
percent and 37 percent, because 
of expenses far outpacing reve¬ 
nue. Electricity though, accord¬ 
ing to Fortner, is still running 
a deficit. They recently raised 
the customer service charge 
for electric while lowering the 


usage cost, but the administra¬ 
tion costs are still not covered 
by the customer service charge. 
The warmer winter, according 
to City Administrator Randy 
Stone, was good for individu¬ 
als but not so good for the city, 
since they have to sell a certain 
amount of electricity to cover 
the administrative costs. 

"It's caused us some head¬ 
aches in the utilities as far as 
electric goes," Fortner said. 
"We're right on point with wa¬ 
ter and sewer, however, so that's 
worked out." 

The City of Berea had antici-

The Berea Police Depart¬ 
ment had two drug arrests 
this past weekend, seizing 
over $1,700 in cash and 
over ten ounces of mari¬ 
juana. 

This past Saturday, 
March 31, at 6:50 p.m., of¬ 
ficers from the Berea Police 
Department responded to 
a call from the 100 block 
of George Street, in ref¬ 
erence to a burglary that 
had taken place. Officers 
were able to get a vehicle 
description of the burglar 
from the homeowner. 

Later that night. Offi¬ 


cer Jeff Parker spotted the 
vehicle traveling on Rich¬ 
mond Road. After getting 
consent to search the ve¬ 
hicle, officers located Oxy¬ 
codone pills, Alprazalam 
pills, and 9.8 ounces of 
marijuana. They also 
found $393 in cash. 

By investigating further, 
officers were able to deter¬ 
mine that the three people 
in this vehicle had bur¬ 
glarized the residence on 
George Street earlier. 

Lauren Arnold, 22, of 
Berea, Robin White, 30, 
of Berea and Kellie Sat¬ 


terfield, 25, of Berea were 
all arrested and charged 
with burglary in the sec¬ 
ond degree, trafficking in 
marijuana, trafficking in a 
controlled substance — first 
degree and trafficking in 
a controlled substance — 
third degree.

Health Ministry Needs Help 


2012 has brought many 
challenges to Berea Health 
Ministry Rural Health 
Clinic. The need for medi¬ 
cal care for the uninsured, 
underinsured and un¬ 
derserved citizens has 
increased. In 2010, pa¬ 
tient visits of 2,672 were 
recorded and in 2011, pa¬ 
tient visits of 5,445 were 
documented. Only 2 per¬ 
cent of the total number of 
patients in 2011 were able 
to pay for their care; this 
is why Berea Health Min¬ 
istry needs your financial 
help. 


Berea Health Ministry 
knows the community of 
Berea shares the same con¬ 
cerns for those who are 
suffering from acute and 
chronic illnesses. Without 
financial support and con¬ 
tributions from the com¬ 
munity, Berea Health Min¬ 
istry will have no choice 
but to close the clinic. This 
would involve services 
being terminated for over 
5,000 patients if funds do 
not materialize. 

Berea Health Ministry 
has delivered medical care 
for nine years. For the last 


three years it has become 
more and more difficult 
to operate because of the 
lack of sustainable fund¬ 
ing (patients unable to 
pay medical bill). There¬ 
fore, BHM must find ways 
to cover the cost of all un¬ 
paid medical visits in to¬ 
day's sluggish economy. 
BHM's goal is to trans¬ 
form the health status of 
our community in a Chris¬ 
tian setting. The survival 
of Berea Health Ministry 
is totally dependent upon 
our local churches, busi¬ 
nesses, and individuals.

I'm glad the NCAA bas¬ 
ketball tournament is over. 
I'm really glad UK won. 

This has nothing to do 
with bleeding blue or any¬ 
thing of that sort. I'm just 
glad it's over so people 
will quit talking about it., 
and I'm glad UK won so 
I won't have to hear UK 
fans moan until the next 
time they win a champion¬ 
ship. (Be honest. How long 
did it take you to get rid or 
your Christian Laettner 
voodoo dolls?) 

Those who know me 
well will retort that I'm 
just a salty old Pittsbur¬ 
gher who thinks the orga¬ 
nized sports begins and 
ends on the professional 
gridiron. This accusation 
is just as true as it is irrel¬ 
evant. This has nothing to 
do with sports. It has to do 
with education. 

You see, I continue to 
cling to this quaint notion 
that the purpose of higher 
education is to educate. 
Division I-A athletics has 
turned this notion on its 


head. The fact is that big- 
time athletic programs 
lose barrels of money and 
divert schools from the 
mission of education. 

Almost without excep¬ 
tion, Division I-A pro¬ 
grams lose money. Lots of 
it. The bigger they are, the 
more they lose. There are 
of course the fixed costs 
like ridiculous salaries for 
coaches, construction of 
athletic facilities and the 
resulting utilities, main¬ 
tenance, and debt service 
for the facilities. These 
items run into the millions 
of dollars before a single 
game is played. Then the 
teams during the year op¬ 
erate at a loss. 

If a team has the misfor¬ 
tune to be invited to the 
postseason, it gets even 
worse. 

Big-time programs usu¬ 
ally lose money on foot¬ 
ball bowl games and the 
NCAA basketball tourna¬ 
ment appearances. The 
money they supposedly 
get for appearing is actu¬ 
ally split up among teams 
in the conference and 
what remains does not 
begin to cover the costs 
of attendance. This cost 
is much higher than it is 
for a regular road game 
because teams must often 
buy thousands of tickets 


at face value regardless 
of whether there are fans 
to buy them and the uni¬ 
versity feels compelled to 
bring university officials, 
alumni, spouses and other 
camp followers to the fes¬ 
tivities. At the end of the 
year, large college athletic 
programs are almost in¬ 
variably millions of dollars 
in the red. 

The legerdemain of ac¬ 
countants assures that 
these losses are buried 
in different accounts like 
alumni relations and gen¬ 
eral operating expenses. 

But an up front and hon¬ 
est accounting of the dol¬ 
lars coming and going 
shows that big-time pro¬ 
grams lose millions a year. 
These millions could and 
should have been used for 
legitimate academic pur¬ 
suits. For every million 
dollars an athletic pro¬ 
gram loses, the university 
could have bought books 
for 1,000 students for a 
year, given 50 students 
a free ride, increased the 
size of the faculty, or done 
any number of things that 
might actually benefit the 
university, its students or 
society. 

Excuse me then if I 
stand aside while the rest 
of Kentucky celebrates the 
subversion and perver¬ 


sion of education into a 
professional minor league 
industry that benefits only 
a very few and harms the 
very people universities 
were established for in the 
first place. I only regret 
that I have a few months 
before the nonsense be¬ 
gins all over again.

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Habitat for Humanity of 
Madison and Clark Coun¬ 
ties is partnering with two 
Berea organizations, the 
Sustainability and Envi¬ 
ronmental Studies Pro¬ 
gram (SENS) of Berea Col¬ 
lege and Sustainable Berea, 
to educate and promote the 
Passive Houses to students 
and builders throughout 


Kentucky Bechtel Parsons 
Blue Grass, the contractor 
for the chemical agent de¬ 
struction out at the Depot, 
is the corporate sponsor 
for the project. 

"We're talking 70 - 80 
percent less energy us¬ 
age," Richard Olson said, 
the director of SENS, at 
the wall-raising ceremony 
"While the lower energy 
costs is a driver for more 
construction of these types 
of homes, you're also talk¬ 
ing less coal burn, less use 
of limited resources. It's 


one house, but it's so much 
more." 

The Passive House is a 
German design that uti¬ 
lizes super-insulation, 
high-quality windows and 
a heat exchanger for ven¬ 
tilation. More than 25,000 
Passive House buildings 
have been constructed in 
Germany and other Euro¬ 
pean countries. 

The Passive House will 
be the first home for J.T. 
and Marlena Hoover, and 
their daughters, Jaidyn 
and Madison. They ap¬ 


plied and were accepted 
last summer for a home. 
While Jaidyn and Madison 
were excited about hav¬ 
ing their own rooms, Mar¬ 
lena was excited that they 
would have the honor of 
having a Passive House. A 
graduate of EKU and em¬ 
ployee of Good Samaritan, 
Marlena said they already 
had put around 300 volun¬ 
teer hours in for Habitat 
through the Spoonbread 
Festival and the ReStore. 
Habitat for Humanity 
requires that homeown¬ 


ers put in a minimum of 
350 hours as volunteers. 
Whether they need the 
hours or not, however, J.T., 
who works at EKU as a re¬ 
location specialist, plans to 
help with the construction 
of his home. 

Mayor Steve Connelly 
was present and spoke at 
the ceremony, though the 
City of Berea was not an of¬ 
ficial partner with the Pas¬ 
sive House education and 
promotion project. Con¬ 
nelly did indicate, howev¬ 
er, his interest in involving 


the city in the future. 

"I see this as a very im¬ 
portant occurrence," Con¬ 
nelly said. "Government at 
a small town level works 
best when we have good 
models from the citizens." 

Connelly hammered in 
the ceremonial first nail 
of the wall, stating after¬ 
wards that he hoped the 
rest were done a bit quick¬ 
er and more efficiently.

the Stephenson Memorial 
Concert Series. The series 
brings in six different mu¬ 
sical groups to Berea Col¬ 
lege every year, in the ba¬ 
sic genres of jazz, world 
music, classical, British Isle 
and bluegrass/ traditional. 

"This has been such a 
great gift from the Ste¬ 
phenson family to the 
community," Randall Rob¬ 
erts said, the coordinator 
of convocations at Berea 
College and assistant pro¬ 
fessor in general studies. 

Louis B. Stephenson and 
Edna M. Stephenson, par¬ 
ents of the former presi¬ 
dent of Berea College, John 
B. Stephenson, established 
the Stephenson Memo¬ 
rial Concert Fund in 1987. 
It was in memory of their 


daughter, John's sister 
Nancy Anne, a pianist who 
died young. When John 
died a few months after 
retiring, the concerts were 
designed to honor him as 
well. 

This established Memo¬ 
rial Concert Fund almost 
completely covers the ex¬ 
penses of the concert se¬ 
ries, which costs anywhere 
from $5,000 to $15,000 for 
each performance. The en¬ 
dowment also guarantees 
that the concert series is 
kept free and open to the 
public, something that was 
of importance to the Ste¬ 
phenson family. 

"All can come to these 
concerts," Roberts said. 
"Families bring their chil¬ 
dren. It's so special to look 
out at the audience and see 
these three families coming 
to all the concerts. In one 
family, the children were 
raised on the Stephenson 
concerts, and now they 


bring their children." 

For the first several years 
of the musical series, the 
concerts were very limited. 
Then on the year of Berea 
College's Sesquicenten- 
nial, eight concerts were 
scheduled. Ever since then, 
six have been hosted dur¬ 
ing each school year. 

The diverse mix of musi¬ 
cal programs reflect both 
the interests of Nancy 
Anne as a pianist and John 
Stephenson, who enjoyed 
traditional world and eth¬ 
nic music. Solo pianists 
are not chosen every year, 
but Roberts tries to sched¬ 
ule one every few years. 
This past fall, pianist An¬ 
dreas Klein was brought to 
campus to perform, "The 
Two Virtuosi: Busoni and 
Liszt". 

Roberts took on the coor¬ 
dinator of convocations job 
after John Crowden, who 
had worked with it for 25 
years. At first, Roberts as¬ 


sisted Crowden with the 
concerts and other sched¬ 
uled convos. Around 100 
musical groups have been 
brought to campus through 
the Memorial Concert Se¬ 
ries, including such acts as 
Holly Near, St. Petersburg 
String Quartet, Mamadou 
Diabate Ensemble and The 
Hinds Sisters. 

According to Roberts, 
the Stephenson Concerts 
are probably the biggest 
draw for community mem¬ 
bers outside of the college. 
People from Louisville and 
Cincinnati will keep track 
of the concert schedules 
at Berea College, in order 
to attend as many as they 
can. The fact that such con¬ 
certs are free of charge is 
quite unusual, and of huge 
benefit to the community. 

"Performers and au¬ 
dience members love 
the Phelps-Stokes Audi¬ 
torium," Roberts said. 
"There's not a bad seat in 


the auditorium. The audi¬ 
ence can see the sweat on 
the performer's brow, see 
their expressions as they 
play." 

The intimacy of the set¬ 
ting has been of value both 
to the audience and to the 
performers. Roberts often 
receives positive feedback 
from the musicians after 
they travel to Berea to play. 

"The Carolina Chocolate 
Drops told me it was the 
best indoor concert they've 
ever done," Roberts said, 
"with the best audience 
and standing ovations." 

The musicians are not 
only taken with the audi¬ 
torium, but also the op¬ 
portunities to meet with 
students and others at 
different get-togethers, 
as well as staying at the 
Boone Tavern. They will 
often receive a catered din¬ 
ner from a restaurant such 
as Berea Coffee and Tea. 

Choosing musicians for 


the Stephenson Memo¬ 
rial Concert Series is one 
of Robert's favorite parts 
of the job. He has a convo¬ 
cation committee made up 
of three faculty members 
and two students, and they 
share ideas about speakers 
and music. Roberts always 
requires the agents of the 
musicians to send CDs be¬ 
fore he commits to bring¬ 
ing them. 

Roberts is already plan¬ 
ning next year's convoca¬ 
tion schedule, along with 
the concert series. He will 
be bringing back both the 
American Chamber Play¬ 
ers and Dervish from Ire¬ 
land, two groups that re¬ 
ceived very good reviews. 

"This concert series was 
really one of Stephenson's 
special gifts to the commu¬ 
nity," Roberts said.

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pated selling $10 million 
of electricity, but ended up 
selling only $7.7 million 

Council member Jer¬ 
ry Little stated that he 
thought the increase in the 
customer service charge 
that the city council passed 
earlier was intended to 
cover the administrative 
costs, while the actual us¬ 
age charge would be rev¬ 
enue neutral. 

Stone stated that the in¬ 
crease helped with admin¬ 
istrative costs, but part of 
their revenue still came 
from the selling of electric- 
ity. 

"We didn't go as far as 
recommended with the 
service charge increase," 
council member Virgil 
Burnside said. "There's 
still a margin built into the 
usage charge." 

Council member Ron¬ 
nie Terrill brought up a 
concern that cost of street 
lighting was built into the 
customer payment with 
utilities. 

"That should come out 
of the general fund," Ter¬ 
rill stated, "instead of the 


taxpayers of Berea paying 
for it." 

"It's not going to make 
that much of a difference to 
the payer," Stone pointed 
out, when stating how low 
the charge ended up being. 
"And that's over $100,000 
in the budget that would 
have to come out of some¬ 
where else. That would be 
one less police officer." 

Other council members 
pointed out that everyone 
uses the street lights, and 
needs them for safety. 

After additional discus¬ 
sion, Terrill stated, "I'll tell 
you what, I can let this go 
if you cut the franchise fee 
from 3 percent to 1.5." 

Stone and Fortner again 
pointed out that the loss of 
revenue would then result 
in a loss of service some¬ 
where else. 

One council member 
stated that the utility costs 
for Berea were pretty low, 
and Fortner agreed. 

"We're about in the mid¬ 
dle to low when compared 
to other city municipal 
utilities," Fortner said. 

When Stone went over 
the general fund budget, 
he pointed out that the 
City of Berea is still highly 
dependent on industry. 

"When you look at the 
budget, 41 percent of our 


occupational license fees 
come from two indus¬ 
tries," he said. "And we're 
still highly dependent on 
occupational license fees." 

The recent layoff at the 
Light House Home Prod¬ 
ucts, Stone reported, with 
the loss of 99 jobs, will re¬ 
sult in the City of Berea re¬ 
ceiving $3,000 less a month. 
The State of Kentucky 
also had several bills filed 
against cities this legisla¬ 
tive session, though none 
of them passed. They in¬ 
cluded bills to consolidate 
the occupational license 
fees, so the state would 
collect and get a cut of the 
funds, in addition to bills 
filed against other sources 
of revenue for cities. 

The Berea City Coun¬ 
cil heard the first reading 
for an intent to annex the 
158 acres at 601 Slate Lick 
Road. When asked why 
this was of benefit to the 
city, Connelly stated that 
the property in question 
had been purchased by 
United Church Homes to 
build a retirement commu¬ 
nity. When the economic 
recession hit, the organi¬ 
zation backed off from de¬ 
velopment. Now, however, 
they are starting to slowly 
get back to the planning. 
Connelly stated that hav¬ 


ing the property annexed 
into the city was the first 
step. 

Terrill expressed concern 
about the bridge on Slate 
Lick Road, the mainte¬ 
nance it would require and 
who would be responsible 
for that. 

During the city council 
meeting. Sergeant LeeAnn 
Boyle from the Berea Po¬ 
lice Department was rec¬ 
ognized for her achieve¬ 
ments. The Kentucky 
Senate had recently hon¬ 
ored her for her years of 
meritorious achievement 
as a detective. 

"This honorable body 
also finds you most worthy 
of its recognition," Mayor 
Steve Connelly said.

Building A Healthy Community in Berea 


Special submission from 
the Madison County 
Health Department 

"When you think about 
a healthy community/' 
said Ruth Hawkins, health 
education director at the 
Madison County Health 
Department, "it really is 
both formal and informal 
collaborations between 
partners who make it their 
mission to do something 
that benefits the well be¬ 
ing of everyone." 

April 2-8 is National 
Public Health Week, and 
the health department's 
Public Health Education 
program reminds every¬ 
one that prevention and 
good health is a communi¬ 
ty-wide endeavor. 

One of the themes for 
this year's National Public 
Health Week observance 
is "Active Living and 
Healthy Eating." Several 
chronic diseases, includ¬ 
ing diabetes and heart dis¬ 
ease, are linked to physical 
inactivity and poor nutri¬ 
tion. Helping people find 
ways to reach a healthy 
weight has a significant 
impact on long-term rates 
of these chronic diseases. 

Reducing weight prob¬ 
lems is a challenge, but it 
can become easier in com¬ 
munities that are commit¬ 
ted to improving access 
to fresh local foods and 
increasing free, safe op¬ 
tions for physical activ¬ 
ity. Reaching these kinds 


of goals cannot be ac¬ 
complished by one single 
agency, and collaborative 
efforts are the hallmark of 
successful public health 
initiatives. 

Berea has many good 
examples of collaborative 
partnerships that improve 
the community's wellbe¬ 
ing. Berea Community 
School has been very ac¬ 
tive in developing strat¬ 
egies to promote ways 
that children can be more 
active, both at school and 
in the community. The 
school is also developing 
strategies to promote nu¬ 
trition and healthy foods 
in the school setting. Berea 
Parks and Recreation part¬ 
ners with several local 
schools to provide extra 
physical activity opportu¬ 
nities for students. Berea 
College, the Berea Farm¬ 
er's Market, Sustainable 
Berea, and others promote 
the availability of fresh 
healthy foods. 

Strong partnerships 
with local government are 
key for improving a com¬ 
munity's health status. 
Local officials can lever¬ 
age funding, expertise and 
resources that can make 
projects more successful. 
Changes to the local in¬ 
frastructure can ease the 
way for people to make 
exercise a part of the daily 
routine. Good examples 
of this are the projects 
that the City of Berea, 
Berea Community School, 


Berea College, Safe Kids 
Madison County, and the 
Madison County Health 
Department have been 
working on to increase 
safe, accessible routes for 
cyclists and pedestrians. 

The City of Berea has a 
Master Trails Plan that has 
been in place for just under 
a decade. This plan start¬ 
ed as an idea from Mayor 
Connelly for increasing 
trails and walkways. A 
number of shared-use 
pathways have been built 
already, including the Bee¬ 
be-White trail from Berea 
College to the Artisan 
Center, the Mayde Road 
path, and the path that 
accompanies the Prospect 
Street renovation. The 
thirty-acre Berea City Park 
expansion, completed in 
2010, connected the Beebe- 
White trail to existing park 
paths and enables walkers 
or cyclists to travel from 
the Artisan Center to Old 
Town District on North 
Broadway. 

The next phase of work 
on the Master Trails Plan 
is the completion of the 
path from Berea to Indian 
Fort Theatre. A partner¬ 
ship between Berea Col¬ 
lege, the city, and a federal 
transportation grant will 
result in a bridge over Sil¬ 
ver Creek and a four-mile 
long trail, with only mini¬ 
mal costs for the city to 
provide materials for the 
construction. 

"We are very excited 


about that," said Paul 
Schrader, GIS Coordina¬ 
tor for the city, "It is defi¬ 
nitely a collaborative ef¬ 
fort with a lot of help from 
the college, the health de¬ 
partment, and Kentucky 
Department of Transpor¬ 
tation District 7." 

Investments like this 
in streetscapes and path¬ 
ways have long-term im¬ 
pacts on health. 

"Unlike ball fields, 
which are wonderful but 
target a select group of 
participants, this is some¬ 
thing that the entire family, 
young and old, can make 
use of," said Schrader. 

The city has also re¬ 
ceived a grant to look 
at putting in bike lanes 
on Jefferson, Ellipse and 
Chestnut streets. The 
funding supports both a 
feasibility study and, if the 
study results are positive, 
the cost of completing the 
project. The approximate 
three miles of bike lanes 
would benefit students 
and residents wishing to 
ride bikes to school, to 
work or to shop. 

Both Schrader and 
Hawkins emphasize how 
their various projects sup¬ 
port each other. Several 
projects have been com¬ 
pleted in harmony over 
the last five years. For 
example, the health de¬ 
partment provided grant 
funds to purchase bike 
racks, and the city pro¬ 
vided the labor to install 


them. Another example is 
the "Walk This Way" grant 
from FedEx and the Safe 
Kids Foundation. It unites 
local school personnel, 
health department staff, 
and city officials in a pro¬ 
cess to identify risky inter¬ 
sections and cross walks 
near schools and provide 
funding to improve pe¬ 
destrian safety. 

"It is a priority of the 
health department to 
reduce the prevalence 
of overweight and obe¬ 
sity among children and 
adults. One of our strate¬ 
gies for reaching this goal 
is to create a variety of ac¬ 
tivities and opportunities 
that are available for peo¬ 
ple to take advantage of if 
they want," said Hawkins.

"Thanks to the involve¬ 
ment of a variety of agen¬ 
cies, we've begun a transi¬ 
tion.

Besides the esthetics, 
the health benefits, and 
the improved safety, it also 
supports tourism and is a 
draw for new industry."
